Peter Sellers is ono the bst of modern- J ay comics ; John Hoard- 
man, Gary Tosser and I aro all Goon show fans, the Goon shew being 
a radio show that Fetor did with Spike L'illigan and Harry Soco^mbo 
in the 50' s, of which Monty Python is a pale successor (I was going 
to write a long section about Monty Python hero, but I will content 
myself with saying that, while the best nf Monty Python is fine in- - 
deed, most of it is not too funny). 

Recently I eter Sellers has boon doing ads for some airline. The 
trouble with these commercials is that you can never toll who Peter 
Sellers is without a program chart if he is in makeup; I remember 
watching an airline commercial recently. This reminded me of the Sel- 
lers commercials, so I asked my mother if she had seen any of those.

What all this is leading up to is a review of Seller's latest mo- 
vie, "The Return of the link Panther". It's a stumbling , bumbling , 
slapstick production in which the laughs start before a character ap- 
pears.

Unknown to 
them he has been busted to a gendarme and, when we first see him, he 
is giving a blind man a ticket for begging without a li sconce while 
a bank robbery goes on behind his bank. He is pulled in and reinsta- 
ted as an inpsector and sent off to see about the jewel robbery, and.' 
the strry ta?r.ee off and leaves the movie, really, as incc nsequential ; 
the important parts are Peter Sellers nearly being chopped in two by 
falling doors? he an "3 his servant trying to kill each other for the 
sheer joy of it; an:?, so on. The only other actors w]no come off well 
are Christopher p lu:,imer as a retired jewel thief and the gentleman 
who plays Sellers ccmmanJor, who has a pistol and a cigarette lighter 
shaped like a pistol and who thinks he can tell the differences' he 
is to Sellers what 3ig Human was to the Marx Brothers, 

There's be^n some talk of lilake Edwards ( pro ducer/wr i t er/d i recto r 
of this) and Sellers trying to do Clousseau as a mimi-series on tv. 
This would be wonderful* I've missed Sellers' appearence ^n the Julie 
Andrews special, but I did have a dream of it. Hiss Andrews said that 
no one knows what Sellers* normal voice sounds like and would he mind 
saying something in his speaking voice, whereupon Sellers says "I 
heard my capitaln call! Did you call my cap i tain? . . .

JOHN BOYD i John Boyd skyrocketed onto thG scone with his first novel 
THE LAST 3?ACE3Hir FkOK EARTH in th3 lata sixties, a kitchen-sink- 
plotted whools-of-if story which I reviewed a couple of years ago ■ 
for Boardnan's GRAUSTARJS. Since then ho has written more kitchen-sink 
novels, eight or nine, in which sex figures heavily and amusingly. 
His major fault seems to be that of many such writers: the various 
variants of the plots never quite manage to hang together* Best of 
the lot, after the first, are SEX AND THE HIGH COMMAND, in which wo- 
men find a way to -~ct off better than with men, and THE ANDROMEDA 
GUN, in which an ethereal, interstellar ^o-gooder posesses an unedu- 
cated late 19th-century outlaw and tries to turn him to the path' of 
rihgtoousnoss (a Plot idea I've had in my files for two years, dammit) 
You may find him a little difficult, to read, but he can be a very 
funny writer. 

LEIGH BRACKETT is' married to Edmond Hamilton, famous as a super- 
science sf writer, Mrs. Hamilton specialises in swashbucklers of the 
Edgar Rice Burroughs variety (a decayed highly advanced civilization). 
Her heroes are usually shady, and she can tell a story so it moves. 
Her best novel of this sort may be SWORD OF RHIAKNON; she has re- 
cently returned from writing for the movies (She helped write THE 
LONG GO ODD YE ) and is writing a series of novels about John Stark, a 
solar-system taowgli. Fast, entertaining, but if you're looking for 
significance, forgot her. 

RAY BRADBURY i You probably know who Bradbury is, I despiSG him, as 
ho is unoriginal and has only one thing to say t "The bogeymen are 
after you" . Kh» 

MARION ZIMMER BRADLEY :. f/Jhy are all the bettor swashbuckler writers 
women? Sublimation or something? Bradley is the writer of the DARK- 
OVER series, about a planet five thousand years or so hence which 
is populated by tolepaths, empaths, tolekinetics-users and so on. 
I love these stories* and was disappointed when THE rLANET WRECKERS , 
one of the series, was not even nominated for an award. All of them 
are good, but bo forwarnedi Miss TJradley doesn't bother to try and 
make her stories in the series consistanti there are many dis- 
creponcios. In one of the earilest novels, DOOR THROUGH SPACE, the 
planet Darkovor io called Wolf I ■
